ing Germans. 
The first assault was delivered at 


6:15 
o'clock 
thi* morning. 
The 


enemy advanced in three waves to- 
ward the British, but immediately 
met with such a fierce fire of rifles 
and artillery that he was compelled 
to retire. 
It was apparent, how- 


ever, that the Germans were not 
through with the attempt and the 
big British guns turned loose such 
an avalanche of shells as is seldom 
seen along the front. 


This is the first dispatch regard- 


ing the military situation on the 
British front to be received from the 
Associated Press correspondent at 
British headquarters since last Fri- 
day when notice was given that the 
sending of press dispatches from the 
fields had been stopped temporarily.
